Mr. Duck seconded the motion. - 

The Hon. Attorney General opposed the 
bill on the ground that just if illegitimate 
children were legimtiamized under this bill 
legitimate children would be disinherited. 
He argued atisome length in support of the 
views he held on this point, and cautioned 
the House against supporting the measure. 

Mr. Booth, of Cowichan, rose to support 
the bill, notwithstanding what had been said 
by the Attorney General. It was intended to 
protect the e.gbts of certvin children born 
out of wedlock in this Province, which he 
thought should be dealt with by this House, 
aud he therefore would vote for the second 
readig of the bill. 

The Colonjal Secretary said be doubted 
very much whether this House had power to 
deal with socha question as that, which 
forms the sabject matter ofthe bill, The 
British North America Act, be thought, as~ 
signed mattters of this kind to Federal legis- 
lation and not to Provincial legislatures. In- 
dependently of this objection, he was in fa- 
vor of the bill. It deult with two classes of 
persons, viz; the natural children of persons,- 
who are now lawfully married, and the natur- 
al children of persons who may marry before 
the lst of Jyly next. As to the first class he 
saw no reason why they should not be pat on 
the same fogting, as far as the inheritance of 
their parents property goes. They may be as 
much the o%jects of parental love and cars, as 
the children bora in wed!ock, and there is no 
reason why they should labor under a misfor~ 
tune, for which they are in no way responsi- 
ble. As to:the second class, he thought: the 
provision of the Act, a most beneficial one; it 
holds out to persons living in a state of cone 
cubinage, a very strong inducement to dis- 
continue a state of things at once disgraceful 
to themselves, discreditable to the country, 
aod pernicious in its general effect. It ap- 
pealed to their best feelings by placing before 
them the opportunity ofviving to their children 
the rights and status of legitimacy by marrying 
the mother of their offspring. He feared the 
objection as to the jurisdiction of the House 
would be fatal, but be left thatto the Hon. 
Attorney General to decide. 

Hon. Mr; Walkem coiacided with what the 
bon. Colonial Secretary bad said, but he be- 
lieved the House had no power to deal with 
the question. 

Mr. Robgon differed from the views express- 
ed by the hon.
